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East Jordan arranges 
“developer friendly” deal

The City of East Jordan will borrow 
from itself to provide funds for water 
and sewer development in a project 
also financed by Noirost Enterprises. 

The city council hopes to cooperate 
with Noirost developer Bryan Noirot to 
help him get started on his project, a $1 
million-plus complex that includes a 
50-room Days Inn franchise. Similar 
accommodations have been made in 
the past, specifically in the installation 
of a sewer line to the Indian Hills apart- 
ment complex on Erie Street in the mid- 
1980s, city clerk Kathy O’ Rear reported. 

DPW committee chair Brian Sweet 
said tax abatements are another com- 
mon form of help that cities often give 
developers. He cited the East Jordan 
Iron Works, among others, as the ben- 
eficiary of the practice in the past. 

“This is a common practice for any 
municipality that desires development 
and growth.” Sweet added. 

O’Rear noted that past commercial 
and industrial tax abatements the city 
offered were through a state program 
that is no longer available. 

The Noirost development was the 
subject of some controversy in August 
and September, when the city council 
decided to approve the rezoning ofabout 
13 acres of the property from R3 (mul- 
tiple residential dwellings) to commer- 
cial despite adjacent homeowner ob- 
jections. The rezoned acreage adjoins 
the Glen’s Market shopping center on 
South Lake Street. 

The present water and sewer service 
in the vicinity of the property is inad- 
equate for the projected needs of the 
hotel. At the Nov. {5 meeting, the city 
council agreed tw provide an 8-inch 
water main and an 8-inch sewer lead 
extension to the property line of the 
development, at an approximate cost of 
$27,000, according to DPW committee 
recommendations. Noirot will be re- 
quired to pay $15,200 up front, plus a 
$1,200 sewer tap fee for the service. 
The final cost to the city ts estimated to 
be less than $15,000. 

DPW committee member Greg 
Chappuies said he feels there is justifi- 
cation for providing the funds.

“It’s a good investment,” he said at 
the Nov. 15 council meeting. He pre- 
dicted a return on the investment in 
1995 with a projected $29,000 in taxes 
expected to be generated by the devel- 
opment. Sweet expanded the point fur- 
ther by stressing that the payback 
through utility use fees would also re- 
turn the investment within two years. 

“This is a relatively short payback,” 
Sweet noted. He said the committee 
preferred helping with the infrastruc- 
ture for just that reason, as tax abate- 
ments tend to take longer to return the 
investment to the city. He said this 
method can also often help the devel- 
oper by lowering the amount of financ- 
ing necessary to begin the project. 

The council will finance the project 
through the city’s rehabilitation fund. 
According to Sweet, the fund was origi- 
nally instituted to offer low-interest 
loans in an effort to get businesses to 
renovate buildings in the city. He said 
in recent years the fund has been under- 
utilized because many banks are offer- 
ing similar financing deals. The fund 
presently has about $90,000, O’ Rear 
said. 

The city will pay itself interest of 5 
percent over five years on each project. 
The loan payback will be budgeted into 
the water and sewer funds, beginning 
next year.

Family business serves hunters and needy

In the wee hours of the morning during deer season, 
when most of us are fast asleep, all is light and bustle at a 
small bujlding on the ridge overlooking Ellsworth Road 
east of Ellsworth. 

Deer hunters from all over Michigan and beyond know 
and appreciate the work going on there. It is the only place 
in northern Michigan Janette McKay knows of that pro- 
cesses deer meat completely by hand. 

At McKay’s Deer Processing, work begins late at night 
when the skinners come in. They do their job in the chilly 
barn, skinning at least 10 or“12 carcasses, trying to stay 
ahead of the efficient cutters in the cutting house. After 
skinning, the carcasses are washed down with a scrub 
brush. 

Between 3 and 4a.m., the cutters, Keith McKay, Chauncy 
Ingersoll and Janette’s son John Sparks, and the wrappers, 
Janette and her sister Pat Ingersoll, come in. They are all 
related, by marriage or by birth, so affectionate joking and 
family talk mix in with the business at hand — to finish 
preparing at least 10 careasses by noon each day. 

Work goes fast. The men swiftly take apart the carcass 
with huge cleavers and knives, then get every bit of meat 
with small curved boning knives. Steak cuts go through a 
tenderizer and pieces into the grinder mixed with beef suet. 

The women’s hands fly as they wrap the cuts with hot 
plastic sheets, then a layer of paper. Each cut is identified 
with a stamp, numbered, and boxed. They keep a running 
count and include a list of all the meat to present to the 
owner, who Keith said can expect to receive about one third 
of the weight of the carcass back in meat. 

“We all know what our jobs are,” said Pat. “That's the 
best part of it being a family operation.” 

“Course, it takes all of us to keep each other straight.” 
Chauncey kidded her. 

Drop-off time 

Around 8 a.m., the hunters start checking in. During just 
the first week of rifle season this year, that meant logging 
in 118 deer carcasses, 

The check-in is very detailed. Each carcass is logged by 
name and date, with the sex and points of the deer, the 
license passbook number, and the cuts of meat desired. The 
list also includes whether the hunter wants the head, when 
the processed meat will be picked up, the amount due and 
payment plan. A DNR representative usually stops by once 
or twice every scason to inspect the logs. 

They’ve never had a citation, Janette proudly noted. 
They've even heard that DNR officials are recommending 
them to hunters. 

Delivery priority is given to non-local hunters. 

“Downstaters don’t have to wait,” Janette noted, “which 
is one reason they like us.” Locals are placed on a call list, 
unless the meat is needed immediately. 

The log also tells the tag number assigned each carcass. 
That tag number is attached to every section of the deer — 
the head, the skin, the trays of cut and ground meat, the 
outside wrapping and the box the meat goes in. Everywhere 
any part of the deer goes, that number goes with it. 

With all that information, the check-in process is under- 
standably time-consuming. 

“When you get in 30 deer a day,” remarked Pat, “you 
can't get much else done.” 

Those numbers will generally only occur in rifle season 
— bow season brings a steady stream of customers, but 
without the hectic demand. But recent weeks have seen the 
family working until late afternoon to keep up with lucky 
hunters. 

It’s been a good year, both in deer size and numbers. 
Chauncey predicted pzessing 200 by the end of the season 
~ 150 is more typical. 

The weather this fall finally took a turn for the better, as 
far as the McKays and Ingersolls are concerned. Despite 
making their work conditions more challenging, Janette 
said they prefer the colder temperatures. With room for 60 
deer in their cooler, without the cold the numbers of

carcasses could challenge them beyond their space limits. 

But it still makes for numb hands and feet in the cutting 
house, standing on the cement floor and working in tem- 
peratures kept purposely low with only a kerosene heater 
for a little relief. 

“We go through a Jot of coffee.” admitted Janette. 
Serving the community 

McKay’s grew from Chauncey and Keith occasionally 
processing venison for friends. When they acquired the old 
fish processing building that is now their cutting house, 
they decided to try the job as a business. The cooler came 
with the building, giving them an advantage in start-up 
costs. 

It’s been more than six years now, and they really enjoy 
the work despite the intensity of rifle season. 

“You meet so many nice people,” said Pat. “You listen 
to their deer stories — that’s got to be done!” 

Some of those nice people are also very generous. At 
least one or two hunters a year turn over the carcass to the 
McKays to distribute to those in need. Janette modestly 
explained the family processes the deer for free, then 
distributes the meat primarily to elderly people in the 
Ellsworth area. 

The family has also been known to barter services for 
processing, or taking a portion of the meat as payment 
when the hunter can’t afford the processing cost. Ribs arc 
given away to anyone who wants them. 

The word of mouth and repeat business they get speaks

One of the most common problems the McKays 
deal with are improperly field dressed carcasses. 

Janette McKay’s advice for hunters: 

* Take all the innards out. 

* Be especially careful with the stomach — contents 
from a punctured stomach can contaminate meat. 

* Prop the rib cage open with a sturdy stick. 

* Wash the inside out — the cleaner the better. 

* Hang the carcass, head above the tail. 

The McKays obviously won't accept a spoiled car- 
cass, but they are also reluctant to accept a skinned 
one. Janette said they check it over very carefully for 
hair, charge a higher price, or more often than not, 
turn it away.

for the quality of their work. Regular customers include a 
well-known outdoor writer and several DNR officials. 

The McKays process only deer or related species such as 
elk or antelope. 

“We don't do beef or pork because if would require saw- 
cutting,” Janctle explained. “We don't tike saw-cut be- 
cause no matter how careful you are. bone marrow gets into 
the meat and gives it a taste.” 

Janette said all the family members enjoy venison, but 
usually avoid it during the season. After working 1n it all 
day, the idea of eating it doesn’t really appeal. 

Finally, sometimes as late as 6 p.m., the McKays and 
Ingersolls clean up for the night. Supper and bedtime 
comes soon after. 

“We go to bed early around here!” smiled Janette.

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Newsman finds novel new niche

Former editor and publisher Bob Eckhardt sold The 
Torch — Central Lake’s hometown newspaper for 
more than 100 years — in 1991. 

But that doesn’t mean he stopped writing. Far from 
it. 

Today, the 71-year-old man of words has tackled a 
new forum ~ children’s literature. In fact, he’s just 
published his first foray into that genre -Mama Bear 
Tells Stories to Jack & Jill. 

Like Its author, the result is a one-of-a-kind cre- 
ation. 

It’s aunique coloring book that promotes a basic but 
important message — try be a good person in every- 
thing you do. 

Simple verses accompany each full-page illustra- 
tion. Each has its own focus, reflected in titles like 
Truth is always best; Don’t be late for school; Never 
swim alone; and Brothers and sisters don't always 
avree, 

There are 21 such messages in the publication, 
inspired (as Eckhardt relates in the introduction) by an 
incident he personally experienced: 

The concept of telling the Mama Bear stories 
occurred to me one day while eating in a restau- 
rant and observing a couple of kiddies acting in 
a manner of which Mama Bear would never 
approve. | would suspect that Jack and Jill would 
never pull flowers off plants in a restaurant, and 
[know Mama Bear would never let them.

Also interspersed throughout the volume are “Bear 
Facts,” informative tidbits on the bear population 
borrowed from Michigan Mammals. 

The book is as different from the author’s former 
specialty - editorial writing on international issues — 
as Central Lake is from Detroit. 

Eckhardt is the first to admit that composing verse 
for a coloring book might not have been his first 
choice, but the “excellent response” he’s received 
from friends and retailers has convinced him it may be 
the most marketable. 

“T would rather write about more serious stuff — the 
decline of modern civilization and the situation in the 
Far East, for example,” he said. “But I suspect there 
are a lot more grandparents in the world who are 
interested in the Mama Bear message than people 
who care about the weightier issues.” 

Among those credited with helping the Mama Bear 
creative process are former Torch Lake cottage owner 
Priscilla Belden and Eckhardt’s niece Phyllis Kittleson, 
who has numerous relatives in the Bellaire and Cen- 
tral Lake area. 

Now that his coloring book vision has been real- 
ized, the challenge is distribution of a first-run print- 
ing of 1,000 books, Eckhardt said. While that effort is 
barely under way, Mama Bear has already found her 
way to homes in Tennessee, Indiana, Texas, Florida 
and Hawaii, where the reaction has been enthusiastic. 
And spurring dreams of broader success is the reac- 
tion of a Lansing Hallmark store, which recently 
snapped up a small stock of the books.

Since 1990, shortly af- 
ter the collapse of Soviet 
domination of Eastern 
Europe, the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
Extension System has held 
an ongoing working rela- 
tionship with Poland’s 
Ministry of Agriculture.

It’s time to begin making all those delicious holiday 
treats, but wait - if you plan to make your cookies with 
margarine instead of butter, there is something you 
should know. For best results, use stick margarines 
containing not less than 60 percent vegetable oil. 
Margarines with less fat have high water content and 
that results in droopy cookies! 

Also, avoid margarines labeled diet, whipped, liq- 
uid, or soft as they are meant to be used at the table, 
not in your delicious cookies. 

Lf you use stick margarine containing 100 percent corn oil, it will produce a soft 
cookie dough, so you need to adjust the recipe chilling instructions. For shaped or 
sliced cookies, chill the dough in the freezer instead of the refrigerator. For rolled 
cookies, refrigerate the dough at least five hours or freeze for two hours before rolling. 

Peppermint Pats 
3/4 c. butter or margarine, softened 1/4 c. sugar 
] large egg | tsp. vanilla extract 
| tsp. peppermint extract 2 c, all-purpose flour 
1/2 c. crushed hard peppermint candy Sugar 

Beat butter at high speed with an electric mixer until soft and creamy. Gradually add 
sugar, beating well. Add egg, beating well. Stir in flavorings. Gradually add flour mix 
well. Stir in crushed candy. 

Shape into [-inch balls and roll in sugar; place on ungreased cookie sheets. 

Bake at 350° for 15 minutes. Remove immediately from cookie sheets, and cool on 
wire racks. Yield: 4 dozen. 


Fruitcake Cookies 

1/2 c. butter or margarine, softened 3/4 c. sugar 
lege 1/2 c. milk 
2 tbsp. orange juice 1 tbsp. vinegar 
2c. all-purpose flour | tsp. baking powder 
1/2 tsp. baking soda 1/4 tsp. salt 
1.2 ¢. chopped walnuts 1/2 ¢. chopped candied mixed fruit 
[72 c. raisins 1/4 ¢. chopped dried pineapple 
Powdered sugar 

Preheat oven to 350° F. Grease cookie sheets. Beat butter and sugar in large bowl 
until creamy. Beat in egg, milk, orange juice and vinegar until blended. 

Mix in flour, baking powder, baking soda and salt. Stir in walnuts, mixed fruit, 
raisins and pineapple. 

Drop tablespoon-size rounded dough two inches apart onto prepared cookie sheets. 

Bake 12 to 14 minutes until lightly browned around edges. Cool two minutes on 
cookte sheets, Remove wire racks, cool completely. Dust with powdered sugar. 

Store in airtight container. Makes about 2 1/2 dozen cookies.
